Assault Theft Charges 
Result in Jail, 
and Suspension 

A Coleman man was sentenced 
to jail and a Lethbridge resident 
received .suspended sentence in 
district court here Tuesday on 
charges of a.s.sault and theft. 

Michael Ferrara of Coleman, 
and George Veale of Lethbridge, 
both pleaded guilty before Judge 
L S. Turcotte to charges of as¬ 
saulting Thomas Leukawy and 
.stealing $2, a mouth organ and a 
pair of gloves from him. 

Ferrara was„ sentenced to two 
montlis in the Lethbridge Provinc¬ 
ial Jail for assault and one month, 
to run concurrently, for theft while 
Veale was given a one year sus¬ 
pended sentence on recogniz¬ 
ance. 

Crown Prosecutor J. Harper 
Prowse told court the three men 
had been drinking at the River 
Bottom when the assault took 
place. He read a statement by Mr. 
Leukaw'y saying the two had 
“worked him over’’ for about 15 
or 20 minute.s, then left him to 
walk back to the city. 

Arthur Beaumont, counsel for 
the defence, maintained Ihe as¬ 
sault had net been premeditated 
and was the result of their having 
been drinking. He asked for cle¬ 
mency for Ferrara and a suspend¬ 
ed sentence for Veale because of 
- Kis age. Veale is 19 years old. 
Judge Turcotte said in passing 
sentence on Ferrara he had taken 
into account the fact there had 
been no trouble previous to the as¬ 
sault. 

To Veale he stated: “You were 
apparently more of an onlookei 
than anything else but you cer¬ 
tainly have nothing to be proud 
of. You should have seen that he 
was looked after."

Station Ready To 
Provide Top Service 
For Vast Territory 

Television screens throughout 
Southern Alberta will came to life 
when Western Canada’s newest 
and most modern television sta¬ 
tion, CJLH-TV in Lethbridge, hits 
the air with its first programs. 

Less than a year from the time 
initial plans were laid for it, the 
171,000-w'att station will turn liv¬ 
ing rooms into private theatres 
and bring top-flight performances 
to an entertainment-starved area. 

Start of telecasting on a regular 
daily schedule here will mark the 
beginning of a new era in one of 
the most progressive areas of Can- 
■ida. 

The privately-owned station was 
built jointly by The Lethbridge 
Herald and radio station CJOC to 
answer the needs of South Alber¬ 
tans. only a few of whom were 
ablcjpreviously to get fringe-area 
r-4«peption from Calgary or Groat 
Vails. 

Operating on Channel 7, the lo- 
cal station will blanket an area 
lying within a radius of 75 to 100 
miles, giving it an effective cover¬ 
age of homes almost from the 
Crow’s Nest Pass to Medicine Hat 
and from south of the U.S. border 
to Nanton. 

CJLH-TV will be a basic outlet 
for the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation’s television network, 
and will also draw upon four U.S.

In addition, right from the start 
of broadcasting, it will present a 
minimum of one hour of live shows 
each day from its own studios on 
the northeast outskirts of the city.

Campaign to Eliminate 
Automobile Accidents 

OTIAWA — A national cam¬ 
paign to eliminate all automobile 
accidents for one 24-hour period 
in every Canadian community will 
Of .spearheaded by Prime Minister 
Lo'uLs St. Laurent. 

The Prime Minister has an¬ 
nounced Thursday, December 1, 
a.s S-D 'safe driving) Day, Mi'. St. 
Laurent has urged eva-y commu¬ 
nity to join in the one-day safety 
crusade. Prime Ministers of all 
pi'ovince.s are expected to lend 
their support to the campaign. 

S-D Day will be obsPi*ved at the 
same lime througliout the United 
States under the .sponsorship of 
the President's Action Committee 
for Traffic Safety. They will work 
hand-in-hand with the Canadian 
High'A'ay Safety Conference m 
promoting the simultaneous safe¬ 
ty drive throughout North Amer- 

In announcing S-D Day. Mr. St. 
Laurent stressed the need for a 
broad and continuing drive against 
iraffic accidents. 

"Both in Canada and the United 
States, the mounting accident toll 
i.u.s become a matter of gra'-C^e pub¬ 
lic concern," the Prime Minister 
s.rid. "It is only natural therefore 
that the two countries should con¬ 
centrate on the same day to avoid 
all traffic accidents for 24 hours." 

Most Canadian communities are 
expected to set up their own cam¬ 
paigns in an effort to keep the 
local S-D Day accident count at 
nil. 

Purpose of the campaign is two¬ 
fold. 

If each area and community 
across Canada can keep accidents 
at the zero point, the total will 
represent one full day without an 
accident. 

And, if accidents can be wS)ed 
out for 24 hours, the individual 
driver and pedestrian will have 
proof positive that accidents can 
be eliminated not just one but 
every day of the year. 

Leaders of the Canadian High¬ 
way Safety Conference say they 
are not hoping for a perfect record 
However, even an appreciable cut 
in the number of accidents on De- 
cember.-3 will prove thaf'doncen- 
trated public attention to traffic 
accidents and their causes can 
pay off.

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Canada providing inventory 
Ceylon natural resources 

OTTAWA.—Canadian capital and Canadian personnel, 
employing aerial survey methods utilized extensively in this 
country, will provide Ceylon with an. inventory of its natural 
resources, commencing in the immediate future. 

Under provisions of the Colombo i 


Plan for the economic development 
of South and Southeast Asia, a 
contract has been awarded to the 
Photographic Survey Corporation, 
Limited, of Toronto, extending 
over a period of two years. In 
making this announcement, 

Nik Cavell, administrator of the 
Intel-national Economic and Tech- 
nicai Co-operation division, said 
that the cost of this survey would 
be $500,000, spread over a two- 
year period. 

A simiiar project was undertak¬ 
en by the Photographic Survey 
Coi'poration in Pakistan, which 
aroused the interest of government 
officials in Ceylon. Accordingly, 
Canada was reqlested to make pro¬ 
vision under the Colomobo Plan 
for a resources inventory of the 
entire island, covering an area of 
approximately 25,000 square miles. 

Mr. Cavell said that an opera¬ 
tion centre will be established for 
the integration of aerial photo¬ 
graphic studies on a continuing 
basis. A special building will be 
provided with laboratory facilities, 
and Ceylonese technicians trained 
in modern air survey methods. 

The whole island will be photo¬ 
graphed from the air from a Lock¬ 
heed Hudson aircraft equipped 
with the necessaiy cameras. Mo¬ 
saics and maps will be prepared 
from the pliotographs, and geo¬ 
logical and forestry studies under¬ 
taken with the aid of special 
equipment. A river basin will be 
examined from the air and on the 
ground by agricultural and irriga¬ 
tion experts. Arrangements will 
also be made to replan the city 
of Kandy with the use of air 
photographs. 

Plans for rhis resources inven¬ 
tory were made following a survey 
of the situation in Ceylon by Dr. 
J. D. Mollard, chief of the Air 
Plioto Analysis and Engineering 
Geology division, department of 
Agriculture, Regina. J. M. Hender¬ 


son, who was project manager of 
the resources inventory in Pakis¬ 
tan, will lead a group of special¬ 
ists in aerial surveying, photog¬ 
raphy, geology, forestry, soils en¬ 
gineering and other pertinent 
fields being sent to Ceylon by the 
Photographic Survey Corporation. 


No-bandage 
treatment 
for burns 


CHICAGO. — A relatively new 
“no-bandage” treatment of severe 
burns in children—described as po¬ 
tentially Important in any atomic 
warfare—allows up to 75 percent 
reduction in hospital time for such 
cases, the American Academy of 
Pediatrics was told here recently. 

Dr. Kenneth J. Welch of Harv¬ 
ard Medical School and Boston 
City Hospital said children having 
burns involving from 35 to 70 per¬ 
cent of the body’s surface can be 
released from the hospital in three 
to four months, compared with 
year plus” under the conventional 
method of applying compression 
bandages. 

Free of restraining bandages— 
'severe burns cases are usually 
kept wrapped like mummies under 
the conventional method” — pa¬ 
tients are encouraged to get out 
of bed much more quickly under 
the newer method, Welch told re¬ 
porters. 

This not only allows “a thousand 
percent” psychological Improve¬ 
ment, but aids the patient’s gen¬ 
eral physical condition. The only 
bandaging Is in connection with 
skin-grafting treatments.

Road transportation facilities 
seen aid to country's economy 

The great economic development of Canada during ht 
past 20 years is due, in large measure, to the excellent road 
transportation facilities of the nation, C. W. Gilchrist, O.B.E.f 
manging director of the Canadian Good Roads association, 
told the Second World Meeting of the International Road Fed¬ 
eration in Rome. Mr. .Gilchrist addressed the world gathering 
on the social and economic aspects of roads. 

The demand for roads exceeds | ‘ 
the supply, Mr. Gilchrist told his 
audience. “Roads have to be 
rationed by traffic restrictions, 
penalties, parking tickets and by 
delay, frustration and time losses 
Imposed on motorists.” 

Traffic on Canadian roads has 
been increasing at a phenomenal 
rate and it has been Impossible to 
keep up with the demand. “Enor¬ 
mous distances, extremes of cli¬ 
mate and low population density 
make it particularly difficult and 
costly to construct and maintain 
the road network required th serve 
this increasing flow of heavier and 
faster motor traffic. The defi¬ 
ciencies of Canada’s roads and 
streets have become a matter of 
great concern. 

“This lopsided evolution, this 
slow progress of road development 
compared with the tremendous 
rise in traffic, is generally recog¬ 
nized as a serious problem which 
enters into the life of every Cana¬ 
dian family.” 

In asking for better and safer 
roads, the Canadian Good Roads 
association is not pressing claims 
of “a narrow, special group but 
those of the general public,” Mr. 

Gilchrist said. 

He advocated the wide adoption 
of long-range planning of road 
modernization. ; 

“Mistakes once made in road 
building are difficult and costly 
to remedy. The liffes spans of the 
component parts of' a^^^feighway 
range from a few years in the 
case of surfaces to practically In¬ 
finity for the right-of-way. We 
are producing assets of great 
economic longevity in road con¬ 
struction. It is, therefore, essential 
that our plans and blueprints do 
not wear out more quickly 
through lack of vision and design 
obsolescence than our concrete, 
asphalt, steel and rock do through 
physical deterioration. It is the 
anticipated demand for road ser¬ 
vices in five, 10, 15, even 25 years 
from now that should shape the 
pattern of our supply plans. 

“I see, therefore, as the greatest 
requirement for the future, the in¬ 
troduction of logical, scientific 
principles into this always compli¬ 
cated business of road develop¬ 
ment. We should speed up the 
transition away from the impro¬ 
vised, year - by - year, sufficient- 
unto - the - day approach toward 
sound, long-iange road planning 
with all the means at our disposal. 

We should collect and distribute 
information, encourage research 
and discussion, bring our influence 
in the interest of scientific plan¬ 
ning to bear on government and 
highway administrators if vve 
want to prepare today for the 
road needs of tomorrow. 

“I feel that, by encouraging the 
scientific study of "all phases of 
roads and road transportation and 
by promoting the practical appli¬ 
cation of the results of such in- 
'estigations, we can contribute 
greatly to human welfare in our 
re.spective countries and to econ¬ 
omic development with our special 
field of Interest.”

There’s no doubt that in foot¬ 
ball the athlete is liable to suffer 
Injuries that will stay with him 
the rest of his life. In the normal 
course of a game, the athlere will 
suffer many other injuries that— 
although painful at the time—-do 
not have long-term effects. 

In this respect, football can be 
considered a body destroyer. 

However, playing the game it¬ 
self, plus the training associated 
Vvith it, are very nigged. They 
build strong muscles and good or¬ 
ganic fitness. 

From this viewpoin), football 
can definitely be classed as a body 
developer. 

Sports College feels that if the 
game is played under proper su¬ 
pervision it must be classed as a 
healthy, worthwhile type of exer¬ 
cise and play. Certainly, the ma¬ 
jority of those who play football 
gain a great deal more phj’Sically 
than they lose.

with friends (my choice), or listen 
to a lectuit, or attend prayer 
meeting. 

There are so many choices. Sup¬ 
pose at the end of your day you 
were merely given a certificate re¬ 
deemable at a State store? Sup¬ 
pose your reading matter was all 
prepared for you by a State agen¬ 
cy? Suppose you needed a pennit 
to travel? Suppose your free choic¬ 
es were all taken away from you? 
What would you be working for 
then? A mere brute existence! 

To me, my freedom is the real 
profit from a days work. And be¬ 
cause I have freedom, I can choose 
the work that comes as close to my 
desires as is practical. Of course, 
I must make a living; that is a 
discipline imposed by nature—not 
by man. I’ll gladly put up mighty 
.suspicious of tho.se imposed by 
men. 


Ever stop to figure what a hundred new 
families means to a growing town- 
which could be Coleman? 


A recent editorial in the News¬ 
letter of the U.S. “Society of 
Planning Officials” dopes it out 
this way in terms of extended ser¬ 
vices and expansion of the muni¬ 
cipal organization: 

What do 100 families mean to 
the community? What do we have 
to do here in 1955 to supply all 
the public .services that urban res¬ 
idents need and demand? - Hpw 
much will some of these things 
cost? 

It seems td me that these figures 
would come in handy many times. 
It seems to me, too, that they 
would be quite easily pictured by 
laymen who don't know and don’t 
care about things like age-sex py¬ 
ramids. 

Here’s how they will look. 

One hundred new families mean 
about 450 new people. 

One hundred new families will 
put about 100 new children in our 
.schools. About 67 will be in gram¬ 
mar school and 33 in high' school. 
If you operate on the 6-3-3 sys¬ 
tem, it will be 50 in grammar 
school, 25 in junior high, and 25 
in senior high school. 

We can follow this school busi¬ 
ness, which is mighty important, 
a little further. You will need 2.2 
new grade school rooims and 1.65 
new high school rooms, which will 
cost about $120,000. You will need 
four new school teachers and they 
are hard to find. The 100 families 
will add about $30,000 a year to 
the school operating budget. 

The school board will have to 


get about four acres of land; one 
acre for grammar school, one acre 
for high school, one acre for parks, 
and one acre for playgrounds and 
playfields. 

Besides school teachers, the 100 
new families will require you to 
hire other municipal employees. 
The city will need 0.84 new em¬ 
ployees in the police department 
and two tliirds of a new fireman. 
The police budget will have to be 
boosted $4,510 each year and the 
fire department budget increased 
$2,820. 

You will need all sorts of addi¬ 
tional job.s done, like cleaning 
streets and like collecting gai’bage 
and collecting taxes, like looking 
after the city parks and city 
health. You will probably need 
four new persons on the municipal 
payroll besides the policemen, 
firemen and school teachers, a 
$12,000 to $15,000 added to the 
annual payroll. 

The water department will have 
to figure on providing about 10,- 
000 additional gallons of water 
each day. The 100 families will 
own 140 automobiles and trucks 
that will be added to your pre¬ 
sent ti’affic. 

There are all sorts of odds and 
ends of things the 100 new fam¬ 
ilies require. Like a new hospital 
bed (price $10,000); 500 new vol¬ 
umes in the library (add $675 to 
the library’s annual budget; a 
fraction of a visiting nurse: and a 
fraction of a cell in the jail.

NEW SULPHUR 
PLANT 

Work is to begin immediately on 
construction of Canada’s largest 
sulphur plant, reports The Fi¬ 
nancial Post. Canadian Gulf Oil 


Co. has finalized plans for a 225 
tons a day plant at its big Pincher 
Creek gas field, approximately 50 
miles southwest of Lethbridge. 

The sulphur content of the Pin¬ 
cher Creek gas is high - running 


around half pound per 1,000 sq. 
ft. Plans are to recover 225 tons 
of sulphur and 1900 bbls. of con¬ 
centrate daily from processing 55 
million cn, ft. of gas.

Alberta Tubercnlosis 
Xmas Seals Nailed 

Mr. A. H. Branch, president of 
the Alberta Tuberculosis Associa¬ 
tion, announced today that the 
culmination of weeks of prepara¬ 
tion by volunteer committees 
throughout the province was 
reached this week end with the 
mailing of Christmas Seals in the 
opening of the campaign to raise 
$214,000. The objective this year 
is slightly higher than the $210.- 
000 realized last year which, it is 
expected, will enable the Associa¬ 
tion to complete the project un¬ 
dertaken five years ago of instal¬ 
ling equipment in hospitals for 
routine X-ray of all hospital ad¬ 
missions. In addition to the pro¬ 
tection of hospital staffs and pa¬ 
tients possible infection, it has 
been found there is far more tu- 
berculo-sis among those entering 
hospital than in the general popu¬ 
lation and thus many un.suspected 
cases are brought to light. 

Deaths from tuberculosis have 
declined during recent years and 
Alberta now enjoys the second 
• lowest death rate in Canada, but, 
possibly due to the intensified 
case-finding effort, there are as 
many new cases being discovered 
as ever. Fortunately, early discov¬ 
ery not only means shorter term 
of treatment but a greater chance 
of recovery and restoration to nor¬ 
mal life. 

In connection with the Christ¬ 
mas Seal campaign, Mr. R. J. Mc¬ 
Culloch, chairman of the Leth¬ 
bridge Kinsmen Club TB Christ¬ 
mas Seal Sale Committee said. 
"New more than ever is the time 
to press forward in the battle to 
wipe out TB. The disease can be 
controlled and finally eliminated 
altogether with the continuation 
of present, method.s of treatment 
and joint effjits of \oluntary and 
official agencies in the case-find¬ 
ing field. That is why it is so im¬ 
portant that the people continue 
to support us a.s they have in the 
past."

Federal health grants $143^ 
for six prairie hospitals 


OTTAWA. — Federal health grants totalling $143,290 
have just been awarded to six prairie hospitals to assist in 
their construction, it was disclosed recently by Hon. Paul 
Martin, federal health minister. 

In Manitoba a grant of ?29,790 


goes towards construction of 
new hospital at Grandview with 
accommodation for 17 patients, six 
Infants, seven nurses and a com¬ 
munity health centre. Scheduled 
for completion in March, 1956, the 
new structure will replace the ex- 
Istipg hospital, which has been 
condemned for further use. 

A grant of $16,000 has been 
awarded to Davidson Union Hos¬ 
pital in Saskatchewan towards 
construction of a new building 
with accommodation for 17 pa¬ 
tients, 10 bassinets and related fa¬ 
cilities. When completed in the 
summer of 1956 the new building

The 
word "Kingdom” has found little 
favor. So experts have turned to 
the royal style and title adopted 
when Queen Elizabeth was pro¬ 
claimed. They note that this refira^ 
to several parts of the Common¬ 
wealth by name, and then men¬ 
tions "and her other realms and 
territories.” 

New Zealand is certainly not a 


le paper points out that lealm 
In the past has been used chiefly 
in a poetic sense. But dominion, 
too, was little used until the last 
century. The paper concludes that 
realm is a word which can be 
turned to good patriotic use.

Stubble burning 
declared bad 
farming practice 


REGINA. — Stubble burning is 
bad farming practice any way yeu 
look at it, according to R. E. Mc¬ 
Kenzie, Saskatchfewan Plant In¬ 
dustry Branch director, becau.se 
straw and stubble provide the 
best protection we have aaginst 
wind and water erosion. 

There is a large amount of stub¬ 
ble and straw in all parts of the 
province this fall and there is a 
great temptation to set a match 
to get rid of it, Mr. McKenzie 
said. Farmers who are tliinking j 
about burning their stubble would 
do well to remember that rotted 
straw provides the very life to 1 
soil, and that maybe next year 
there will be little or no straw | 
because of a short crop or otlier j 
reasons, he continued. | 

A good surface cover of straw , 
and stubble on fields is the best j 
way to keep soil from drifting or 
washing, said Mr. McKenzie, and j 
while large amounts of rotting j 
straw buried deeply may tempo-1 
rarily cause a shoi tage of plant; 
food in stubble crops this is farj 
outweighed by the good done. Rot-1 
ted straw provides much needed 
humus in the soil, allowing larger 
quantities of water to soak in and 
permits aeration, keeping the soil 
in a good state of tilth generally, 
he said.

Alberta has 
permanent 
monument 

Alberta, which this year celeb¬ 
rates its 50th year as a Canadian 
province, has a permanent monu¬ 
ment to mark its incorporation. 
On the northern approach to the 
Legislative Building at Edmonton, 
a cut-stone monument has been 
erected on the recommendation of 
the Historic Sites and Monuments 
Board of Canada. 

Dedicated to the creation of the 
Province of Alberta September, 
1905, the plaque on the monument 
reads: 

“To this land of prairie, foothill, 
mountain and river, where the In¬ 
dian roamed, came explorer, fur 
trader, v o y a g e u r, missionary, 
ranchman, farmer and railway 


builder. At points on river and 
railway, towns and cities grew. 
Within the North West Territor¬ 
ies the battle for responsible gov¬ 
ernment was again fought and 
won. 

“The demand for wider auton¬ 
omy led to the setting apart of 
the western portion of the Terri¬ 
tories as the Province of Alberta, 
which was formally inaugurated 
on 1st September, 19()5. Hon. V. 
H. V. Buley was the first Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor and Hon. A. C. 
Rutherford the first Premier.”
